secured eight hours on that memorable day, 
but the general result showed the plan to be 
impracticable. 

To Strike Once a Year. 

At the next general convention, in 1888, a 
resolution fixing May 1, 1890, as a date for a 
general strike was: defeated. After four days 
of discussion. another plan of campaign was 
adopted. It was decided, instead of a general 
strike every three or four years, to have one 
trade strike each year, May 1, and throw the 
entire strength of the federation to its support. 
The best organized trade union was to be 
given the honorof making the coutest. The 
carpenters were selected as the trade on which 
the first fight should be made, and May 1, 1890, 
set as the date for the strike for eight hours. 
A series of eight-hour meetings was held. Pub- 
lic sentiment was roused. The carpenters 
struck. The financial and moral aid of the 
federation was given them and they won. Of 
the 350 cities in which they struck they won 
their demands in 300. In some cities, besides 
shorter hours, larger wages were also secured.

The Liberals are still harping on what they 
call scandals in the telegraph department and 
the handling of p messages, The Frei- 
sinnige deputy, Von Bar, says the censorship 
exercised by Dr. Von Stephen’s clerks is be- 
coming more irritating every day. Reports 
of meetings of the Freisinnige and reports of 
speeches in the Reichstag have frequently been 

refused transmission over the Government 
wires, because, perhaps, of a single expression 
objectionable to the Jacks in office. Tele- 
grams from foreign correspondents of foreign 
newspapers are scrutinized on the frontier and 
passages eliminated to meet the nice sense of 
propriety of the Government operator, Tue 
Tripung correspondent has frequently been 
summoned to appear at the head telegraph 
office to answer questions touching the 
sources of his information, particularly 
in relation to the Kaiser and the 
royal family, and he. has more than 
once been requested to return his receipts for 
money expended in telegrams and to take 
back the cash. All originals of dispatches are 
filed and for aught he knows his may vet be 
used to procure his banishment from Berlin 
when the measure of his infamy shall be com- 
plete. The Liberals aim at wresting the tele- 
graph and telephone monopoly from the 
State, which obtained it, they say, by usurpa- 
tion. A bill has been prepared to confer upon 
private corporations and individuals the power 
to maintain local telegraph and telephone 
systems on the proof of the possessidn of 
ample capital for that purpose, municipal 
government being exempted from this condi- 
tion, and, last but not least, rendering the 
State telegraph and telephone hable to the 
payment of damages for dispatches illegally 
witheeld or thrown out.

Pastor Holden of Hamburg has given a 
great deal of scandal to religious people by 
openly professing disbelief in the doctrine of 
original sin, Another Hamburg parson, Pas- 
tor Strasky of St. Thomas’ Church, has also 
been the occasion of much grief and dissatis- 
faction to souls by pronouncing the gospel 
narrative of the resurrection legendary.

HOW AMERICAN CITIES GROW. 


Wonderful Increase During the Last Dec- 
ade in the Urban Districts. 

Census Superintendent Porter has com- 
pleted à bulletin of statistics of urban popula- 
tion in 1890, by which it appears that that class 
of inhabitants numbers 18,235,670 out of a 
total population of 62,622,250. The percentage 
of population living in cities of 8,000 or less 
was 29.12 per cent. In 1880 it was about 7 per 
cent less. Within a radius of fifteen miles of 
the City-Hall on Manhattan Island the peo- 
ple are in effect citizens of New York so far as 
their business and social interests go, although 
politically they live in different ‘cities, 
counties, and States. This body of popula- 
tion, the commercial metropolis of the coun- 
try, is considerably in excess of 3,000,000, or 
two-thirds, that of don. Next to London, 
New York and its suburbs form the 
city of the globe. , 

In 1880 there were 550,000 souls within fif- 
teen miles of the Chicago Court-House. There 
are now fully 1,300,000, There are some amaz- 
ing figures in the table of cities and towns 
having a population of 8,000 or more inhabit- 
ants. The percentage of increase in some 
towns is indicated ‘by the population now, as

THE KANSAS CONVENTION EXTREMES. 

The majority report of the Commuttee on 
Resolutions at the Kansas City Commercial 
Convention, after reciting a multitude of 
other things good, bad, and indifferent which 
it favors and which it urges upon people to 
„demand and Congress to be forced to 
adopt, further sets forth that it favors the 
adoption by Congress of a law authorizing free, 
unlimited coinage of silver and the issuance of a 
sufficient amount of legal tender notes, to be re- 
deemable.in both gold and silver, to restore the 
equilibrium between money and all other prod- 
ucts [whatever that means]; declares the conven- 
tion to be unalterably opposed to the protective 
tariff principle, favorsa tariff for revenue only. 
and urges Congress to enact laws to place the tar- 
iff upon a purely revenue basis at as early a date 
as practicable. 

The majority of the committee, whose re- 
port was adopted by the majority of the con- 
vention, therefore, places itself squarely ands 
without reservation on the platform of radical 


| free trade. It means the repeal of all duties 


now imposed on European manufactured 
goods and necessitates the making-up of the 
consequent immense deficiency in revenues 
by duties an tea, coffee, and sugar, and also 
by*a heavy income tax. If the plan advo- 
cated by the majority report should be carried 
out in Congress it would mean the adoption 
out and out of the English revenue system, 
the total abolition of the protection which for 
a hundred years has been given to manufact- 
ured goods in this country with which Euro- 
pean goods compete, the reduction of the 
wage scale approximately to the European 
standards, and consequently a civil revolution 
in all industrial pursuits. 

The only reason that impelled the majority 
to this radical course was that it is so En- 
glish, you know.“ But they do not give any 
heed to the causes which led England to adopt 
that policy. Great Britain was a protec- 
tionist country until about 1847, when 
the population of the island was about 
18 millions, and levied duties on im- 
ported competitive manufactured goods and 
upon breadstuffs and meats to protect the 
British manu rs and farmers. The 
growing population of Great Britain rendered 
it impossible to feed the masses, united with 
the disastrous results of two harvest failures, 
forced the repeal of the Corn law protective 
duties for farmers, and brought about the 
gradual removal of all duties upon raw ma- 
terials and manufactured goods of other 
countries. If things were different in En- 
gland, if she could produce bread and meat 
enough to feed all her working population, in- 
steed of less than half of them; if she had a 
supply of needed raw materials and grew all 
the wool and flax needed, and had more vari- 
eties of iron ore she would again become a 
protection country to defend her manufactures 
from the oppressive competition of cheaper 
labor of the Continent. 

In this country the material conditions are 
different. We produce far more bread and 
meat than we can consume, and yet the ma- 
jority of the Kansas City Congressmen com- 
mites the ineffable folly of taking England's 
compulsory free-tradeism for its guide, and 
declarmg for open ports to all competing 
nations. It has mot a word to say for free- 
trade reciprocity with the Pan-American 
States for the free admission of non-competi- 
tive goods from non-competitive countries, or 
for the securing in those countries of the 
broadest, freest markets for American prod- 
ucts of all kinds. This exhibits a sorry lack 
of common sense, and shows that the advo- 
cates of the majority platform were.devoid of 
reflection. : 

Having committed this blunder it is not re- 
markabie that it commits another and de- 
mands the debasement of the currency by the 
adoption of a silver standard only worth 75 
cents on the dollar. It wants the Government 
to interfere and cheapen the dollar 25 per 
cent; reducing it to three-fourths of its value 
as currency in order that a certain class of 
dishonest people may swinde their creditors 
out of a quarter of their loan, and retain free 
of incumbrance the property upon which the 
loans were made. The majority of the con- 
vention thus places itself squarely upon the 
platform of free trade and stumptail silver as 
its future issues. 

The minority did not commit itself to the 
stumptail silver dishonesty, but it made the 
foolhardy blunder of indorsing McKinley- 
ism on the tariff, and thus went to the other

KANSAS FARM MORTGAGES. 

The letter by ex-Gov. Crawford of Kansas, 
published in Tun Tatsunsz of Wednesday, is a 
welcome reassurance to many who have feared 
the farmers of that State favor a wholesale re- 
pudiation of their jndebtedness. He says the 
iance are mostly practical 
farmers and just as honorable in their deal- 
ings as any other class of cifizens. They do 
not believe in repudiation, and sooner or later 
every honorable man in Kansas will fulfill his 
business obligations. “‘They would spurn the 
thought of not paying their debts.“ Hence 
there is no occasion for holders of the mort- 
gages to offer to sell them at a heavy discount, 
which has been done to some extent already, 
the purchasers being speculators at the East 
who magnified the facts in order to buy 
chsaply. 

The language of Gov. Crawford is as fol- 
lows: 

The members of the Alliance, génerally speak- 
ing, are practicai farmers, and just as honest and 
honerable in their dealings as any other class of 
citizens. They would spurn the thought of not 
paying their debts or an insinuation that they are 
in favor of repudiation. Our people are aware of 
the fact thatthe bulk ofthe money invested in 
Kansas mortgages belongs to farmers, mechanics, 
merchants, factory employés, clerks, teachers, 
and the estates of deceased persons in Pennsylva- 
nia, New York, and New England, and on that ac- 
count, ifforno other reason, every honorable 
man in Kansas will sooner or later fulfill his busi- 
ness obligations. 

Undoubtedly Gov. Crawford correctly de- 
scribes the present situation and feeling, 
though it ig hard ‘to believe the passage 
of measures which would have involved 
partial if not complete repudiation has not 
been urged by many of the Alliance men in 
Kansas. But they have become wiser as a 
consequence of the discussion of their mad 
schemes and exposure of the results to which 
their adoption would e led. The great 
mass of the Alliance farmers appear to have 
learned, what Taz Tau stated repeatedly 
and persistently, that such measures would 
react on themselves like a boomerang, and 
that the other to be injured by them mostly 
belong toa class not less deserving of sym- 
pathy than themselves. They have ascertained 

that the agitation of repudiation doctrines has 
made it difficult to borrow money on farm 
security in Kansas, causinga financial strin- 
gency there the very reverseof what they hoped 
for. They have become aware of the fact 
that the great bulk of the money invested in 
those mortgages belongs te farmers, mechan- 
ics, smaller merchants, factory employés, 
clerks, teachers, and the estates of deceased 
persons of those classes in the Eastern States. 
They see that the modest sums loaned on 
those lands do not beloug to the millionaire 
class at all, the big capitalist not caring to 
deal with matters which would involve to him 
too much care and attention’ for the amount 
loaned, but that the money represents the 
savings of those who like the farmers have 
worked for a living and economized for the 
purpose of putting by a little for a rainy 
day to provide for their families in case the 
toiler can no longer labor for their support. 
Hence the Alliance men have discovered that 
the proposed repudiation would impoverish as 
many as it was hoped to benefit, and that 
those who would be robbed are an entirely 
different set of beings from the big monopo- 
lists against whom the Alliance demagogues 
have directed the artillery of their logic and 
abuse as persons whose rights no debtor is 
bound to respect. 

Having found out all this it is fair to pre- 
sume that the Alliance farmers in Kansas will 
go a step further. It is a duty they owe not 
less to themselves than to the community to 
utterly repudiate the agitators and demagogic 
orators, to whose bad counsels they have lent 
a too willing ear in the past, and some of 
whom are now trying to gain converts in the 
East to their pernicious doctrines. Those fel- 
lows should be called in, and atonce. So 
long as they are allowed to continue in the 
field, preaching repudiation doctrines while 
living on funds supplied by the Alliance men 
in Kansas, it will be hard to make some 
people at the East believe that Gov. 
Crawford’s statement holds good for all of 
them. If the farmers of - Kansas wish to have 
his account of the matter accepted ae truth 
they should at once take steps to let the world 
know. they distinctly repudiate the apostles of 
repudiation. They will then gain credit for 
honest intentions, sympathy for the misfort- 
unés of*those of their number who live in the 
semi-arid region of the State (the rest do not 
want it), and capital from outside will again 
be at the command of borrowers on farm 
lands and other property. There is no mis- 
take about the fact that the Kansas Alliance 
farmers have permitted themselves to be rep- 
resented as in favor of evading the payment 
of their just debts, and they must declare to 
the contrary a little more flat-footedly than 
they have yet done, or continue to rest under 
the imputation, at least in the minds of many. 


EULOGIZING HIS OWN. BLUNDERS, 

At a recent banquet in Cleveland, O., Maj.

ITALY'S FINANCIAL TROUBLES. i 

The idea that Italy would, under any cir- 
cumstances, wish to go to war with the United 
States can only be entertained by one who 
does not know how. near that nation is to ut- 
ter bankruptcy. It has been falling behind 
for several years past, and now is almost 
hopelessly in the rear in its running account 


with its creditors. Taxation has reached the 


highest endurable point, yet the fixed charges 
of the State exceed the revenue by many mill- 
ion dollars, and & revolutionary change of 


policy would seem to be necessary to prevent 


absolute collapse. 

This state of things has been brought about 
by an extensive system of (public) internal im- 
provements and the strain of keeping on a war 
footing such as has been demanded by its 
membership in the triple alliance. Its pub- 
lic works expenditures'were for some years 
met by the sale of State property, but that 
source was ultimately exhausted, and then be- 


gan the issue of bonds to an extent that soon 


became extravagant, The annual interest on 
railroad bonds alone now amounts to $27,600,- 
000 per annum, not one of the lines pays the 4 
per cent interest on its bonds, and some of 
them do not even meet operating ex- 
penses. The Roman and Southern lines 
only pay about 1% per cent above 
the cost of running them, 
interest deficit of 2%, and the Alta 
Italian lines were ‘behind on interest % per 
cent last year, The Calabrian-Sicilian and 
Sardinian systems show a still heavier deficit. 
Evéry railroad it has built is a Gause of loss to 
the Govefnment, and the other public works 
show equaily unfavorable results. The naval 
and military burdens imposed by the Drei- 
bund form a still greater element in the finan- 
cial distress. These expenditures for last year 
footed up $86,250,000, of which about 70 per 
cent was for the army, while the keeping up 
of such a large force involves au additional 
loss of revenue because co many thousands of 
men who would otherwise be, producers are 
merely idling away their time by land and sea 
in readiness to defend their country in 
case they are wanted to fight. 

The Italian Government not only has its 
eyes open tothe magnitude of the difficulty 
that confronts it, but is probably preparing 


to meet it by largely reducing the military 


part of the budget. The Prime Minister is re- 
ported to have said recently that he regards a 
constant agreement with England as far more 
important than a maintenance of the triple 
alliance, and that Italy might find it desirable 
to allow to lapse her contract with the other 
two powers. Such a conclusion would natur- 
ally follow from the conviction that there is 
far less danger to be apprehended from 
trouble with other nations than from national 
bankruptcy, the latter being inevitable if pres 
ent conditions are allowed to exist much longer, 
while the other is not more likely to fol- 
low a policy of peace than one of eternal 


preparation for war. Such a complete change 


of front might well be opposed by the many 
who would be forced to.go back to work if it 
were effected, but. the change could hardly be 

accepted otherwise than thankfully by the 


great mass of the Italian people, who can see 7 


no other way of escape from the enormous 
burden of taxation that is growing more and 
more heavy. with each succeeding year. The 
cutting off and throwing away of one-half that 
load on the shoulders of the people of the 
nation would be the one thing needful to ena- 
ble them to bear the rest with comparative 
ease and giye them a prospect of further re 
duction instead of a continuous augment. 
Will the Italians aécept this solution of their 
financial difficulties?

STRENGTHENING THE DREIBUND. 

One of the most significant announcements 
which have yet been made coming from foreign 
sources is that which foreshadows an alliance 
between England and Germany as a foregone 
conclusion, in which case the alliance would 
become a quadrilateral one’ instead of a tri- 
lateral—a Vierbund instead of a Dreibund. 
This is just the one thing which has been lack- 
ing to make the alliance of Germany, Austria, 
and Italy against France and Russia an im- 
pregnable one, Italy is short of the sinews of 
war. Neither Austria nor Germany is in a 
position to lend it money. In case of war 
they will require all they have got to take care 
of themselves and keep their. armies in the 
field. 

In the Bonapartist wars it was the English 
purse that conquered Napoleon. England sup- 
plied Prussiſ and Austria with much of the 
means of raising and equipping armies. She 
supplied Russia with the resources which ena- 
bled the Czar to hurl his vast hordes upon Na- 
poleon and drive him back. It was the unlimited 
resources of Great Britain that furnished these 
nations with much arms, munitions, clothing, 
food, powder, and bali; with everything, in 
fact, except large bodies of troops, though she 
did furnish men enough to drive Napoleon out 
of Spain and Portugal and finally crush him 
at Waterloo and make him prisoner. Her 
fleets and armies tore away the colonies of 
France, placed them under the British flag, 
and cut off the French commerce and de- 
stroyed her navy. She has more money power 
now than she had relatively then. She has 
still a large debt, but she has paid off six or 
seven hundred millions of dollarsof it and has 
reduced the rate interest one-half. She might 
double her present debt and then would be 
less burdened than she was when the Bona- 
partist wars ended. 

: By such aa alliance Germany will derive an 
enormous advantage. If the young Emperor 
has secured it or can secure it, when war 
breaks out Italy will be supplied with the 
necessary money by England to put all her 


‘forces in the field and strixe France on the 


southern flank. England will furnish Italy 
with the money to operate her navy, and with 
the assistance of the British fleet the French 
ironelads will be driven under the protection of 


| their forts on the Mediterranean Sea, which will 
| become a British-Italian lake. ) 


Austria is not strong in fiscal resources, but 
British capital will strengthen them, as it did 
eighty years ago in the wars with Napoleon. 
Germany ean raise her own money, and mean- 
ede sy un e 


leaving an. 
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. troops into Belgium to at- 


tack France from the north. In material re- 
sources Great Britain would be ine strongest 
of the four powers, Her insular position and 
fleets render her unassailable at sea. She 
has more spare ‘capital; manufactures, and 
credit than any of them. Even if Italy 


should join France and Russia, .and Great 


Britain take its place in the Dreibund, the re- 
sult of the war would not be doubtful. Under

Germany there is but one safe policy for 


‘France, and that is to indefinitely‘ postpone 


her revanche and come to a speedy agree- 
ment with Germany, Austria, and Italy for a 
perpetual peace, oa 


Mr. WarrmzueaDd of Austin, one of the Cook 
County members of the Legislature, who ap- 
pears to be im tavor of the tepeal rather than 
the amendment of the Drainage act, was asked 
last week by one of the Will County members 
if he had any new plan for the disposal of 
Chicago sewage. Mr, Whitehead replied that 
he had not.

And this is as far as Mr. Whitehead’s in- 
telligence can take him. Were the Sanitary 
District act repealed all that .could be done 
with Chicago sewage would be to keep on 
pumping into the canal the suiall quantity it 
is taking now. But if that poor means of re- 
lief were cut off that. sewage would 
flow out of the river mouth. Its move 
ment would be very sluggish except when 


heavy rains or Desplaines floods scoured out 


the river. But it would advance all the time, 
inch by inch, gradually filling up the river 
mouth with foul deposits, The North and 


South Branches, the main river, and the har- 


bor would become masses of corruption, the 
stenches froin which would be borne by the 
east and easterly winds as far west as ex-Ald. 
Lyke’s Thirteenth Ward home or Mr. White- 
head’s country residence. And wherever 
these stinks went, weakness, sickness, and 
death would follow. 

At first this mass of semi-fluid abominations 
would not reach a crib four miles out in the 
lake..

SLOW BUT ECONOMICAL. 


the French Issued $500,000,000 in Bonds 


for the Panama Project and Expended 
in Actual Work but $80,000,000—Enor- 
mous Superiority of the American Route 
to the French One—But Congress Must 
Guarantee the Bonds for This Great 
National Work. 


Greytown, March 30.—[Staff Correspondent of 
New York Tribune.]—Panama during the period 
of the French occupation reveled in the excite- 
ment of a prolonged debauch. After M. de Les- 
seps’ arrival at the Isthmus early in 1880 rents of 

buildings and prices of real estate wore doubled 
aud even quadrupled, and the staid, drowsy little 
town, which had never prospered under stagnant 
conditions of transit trade. was seized with a 
mania for speculation. Contractors came in 
with adventurers, profligates, and harlots be- 
hind them. Every one connected with the canal 
enterprise was making money hand over hand 
and spending it freely. For nine years business 
was abnormally active, prices were high, cham- 
pagne was like water poured upon the ground, 
gambling hells were open night and day, dia- 
monds flashed from every shirt-front, and there 
was general demoralization. The moral sense of 
Panama was perverted long before the col- 
‘lapse ofthe canal enterprise. All the officials 
wore paid high salaries and lived like princes. 
The contractors and the subordinates made for- 
tunes out of the great ditch and lost them at the 
gambling table. Corruption and bribery were 
rampant. It was a mad revel of profligacy. 

Greytown, like Panama, has become the base 
of engineering operations for an interoceanic 
canal, but it has remained asomnolent and reput- 
able town. Seventeen months of active work on 
the harbor improvements and the canal have not 
wrought any perceptible change in the morals of 
the community. The times are dull and there id 
no feverish excitement. Tainted adventurers, 
diamond speculators, gamblers, and rakes have 
not taken possession of the town. There is a mod- 
est club-house where billiards are played and 

' gtrangers most hospitably entertained; but there 
are no signs of extravagant living, improvidence, 
in temperance, and reckless play. There has been 
no riotous excess of champagne and excitement. 
Greytown has its religious processions and crude 
passion play in Holy Week, and there is no other 
town show in the course of the year—nothing to 
the monotony of its drowsy existence, 
here is neither corruption nor immorality nor 
y here as there wasat Panama while 
work on the canal was in progress. There are no 
indications of improvidence in canal manage- 
ment. Every clerk and foreman is com 
in secret becanse he is not well paid.

The association shall be under the management 
of the committees appointed by the organizations 
constituting its mémbership, to be represented by 

a Committee of Control composed of one member 
frond each of the said associated committees, the 
officers Of the association to be ex-officio members 
of the Committee of Control. Each of the asso- 
ciated committees shall designate its own _repre- 
sentative on the Committee of Control. The of- 
ficers shall be elected by ballot by the associated 
committees. 

The officers of the association shall be a Fresi- 
dent, an active Vice-President, a Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, to be elected annually i in the month of 
April. The Committee of Control may elect such 
cooperating Vice-Presidents 22 shall be deemed 
best, their consent in all cases first being had.

"BUSINESS, 
SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


The commercial tide appears to be turning. For 
weeks business has been along on an un- 
interesting level. It was a level that showed a large 
aggregate volume, to be sure, but still the condition 
has been one which has been called quiet. Busi- 
ness- men have been satisfied to drift along with- 
out making special effort in the way of extending 
their lines. There is a decided change to be noted 
within the last week. The most tangible result 
of this change of sentiment is to be seen in an 
immense inerease in the volume of commercial 
paper. Commercial paper dealers are receiving 
in a single day as much as they took in in a week 
awhile ago. This unquestionably points to a re- 
vival in general trade, or rather towards a ro- 
vival that is tocome. The actual increase in gen- 
eral business is not yet apparent, but merchants 
and manufacturers are preparing the way and 
the increase is sure to come. 

This outpouring of commercial paper is finding 
a ready market. There are funds in great abun- 
dance here ready for investment. Chicago has 
grown to bo a rich city. Accumulated profits of 
a year amount to an immense sum. For the last 
six months there has been little investment of 
these profits, and the result is a great piling up of 
funds that now seem about ready to break the 
bonds of unusual conservatism and seek new in- 
vestments. The first sign of this is apparent in a 
decided revival of the counter business in invest- 
ment securities. Sales of investment bonds have 
been larger within the Jast few days than they 
were in weeks before. This revival in the interest 
in investment bonds is looked upon as a sure 
forerunner of a revival in speculative business. 

At the close of the week the local stock market 
seemed just ready for a period of activity. It is 
true that it has seemed so for a number of days 
and the activity has not come, but the indications 
have grown stro and stronger. There are

This change of sentiment means a great deal; it 
can already be seen to mean that favorable news 
is taken hold of and made use of in the fixing of 
prices, while unfavorable news is passed by with 
ittle attention. Sentiment is certainly in favor 
of an active stoék market and sg — prices, and 
sentiment goes a long way in maki quotations. 
In the produce markets there has been unusual 
activity and the b prices on the crop have 
been touched in wheat and corn. The fact that 
the foreigners continued buying in American 
markets and that the reports of damage to the con- 
tinental crops showed that there had been little 
or no exaggeration in the first reports, taken in 
connection with a liberal cash movement at home 
and an active flour t. was sufficient to 
thoroughly alarm a sm ut powerful coterie of 
professional bears who had sold heavily short on 
the belief that $1.06 was an extreme price for 
May wheat. They had asserted that the magnif- 
icent crop prospectsin the United States wade 
any suggestion of shortage nonsensical and that 
the people who insisted on paying more than that 
rice for it would certainly lose a great 
deal of money. The “magnificent” crop 
rospects have been somewhat marred by the 
backwardness of the season and unmistakable 
evidences of a. by insects to the growing 
wheat in parts of the winter wheat belt. They 
also discovered that a crop which could not ma- 
ture and be delivered before the Ist of August was 
not going to prevent a scarcity of wheat during 
April, May, and June. That there is scarcity at 
present is shown by fact that a large number 
of mills in various parts of the country have been 
forced to close because of a lack of supply. So 
low are the stocks of wheat — 4＋8 the country 
that Bradstreet’s estimates that if the present rate 
of export continués until July 1 the United States 
will be able to carry over as reserves into the next 
crop year visible and invisible supplies of less 
than 12,000,000 bu— hardly enough for two weeks’ 
consumptive requirements. In 4 of these thinas 
the number of wheat traders dnd speculators who 
believe in very much higher prices for wheat has 
increased materially during the last ten days. 
Just at, present the foreigners seem to hold the 
key to the situation, and upon them largely de- 
pends the action of wheat in the immediate fut- 
ure. But it is believed that within a comparative- 
ly short time the condition of — at home, the 
5 e requirements 
alone are consi will become the leading 
feature of the market and te the prices in 
this and other American markets. There has 
been a demand for cash corn which has been 
ater than the supply, and great quantities of it 
fave been bought to arrive as late as May at 
rices considerably in excess of the present price 
or May delivery. The great quantities of corn 
which some of the speculators predicted would 
come fogward when price reached 60c or there- 
abouts have thus far failed to materialize; and 
to this fact is due the continued strength of the 
market. Provisions are relatively lower th 
they should be, but the trade is divided in 
opinion as to the future outlook. 


FINANCIAL. 
The most important feature of the situation is 


the decided increase in the supply of commercial 
paper. The volume has been increasing most 


rapidly within the lost two or three days. Daily 
xeceipts of paper by the dealers are now as great 


as the receipts of a week were a short time ago. 
With all this increase the market is amply able to
